‘The Board of Selectmen opened 
their meeting Monday night with 
‘an. unanimous vote to sent tele- 
grams to Senator MacKenzie and 
Rep. Fred Cain to oppose House 
Bill 480. in the legislature, a bill 
that would have the state control 
the Welfare Services in the towns, 
‘The motion was made on suggestion 
of Chairman Bender,

6th, 


The event of the evening was 
dogs. 
*, There were many citizens pre- 
sent from Suncrest Acres, in the 
dog hearing of ‘Smith ys Johnson’ 
‘Town sel Alan Alatman, who 
was present, said that anyone who 
wished to give information would 
have to be sworn in as a witness,

Ben- 
der pointed out that Mrs Smith’s 
dates and the dates of Dr. Skol- 
nick’s treatments were not in ac- 
cord, 

Elotse Lacey, 93 A West Street, 
who Hves in the ‘rear’ of both 
the Smith and the Johnson home, 
Stated that on January 6th she had 
Seen a dog fight. Mrs Drew, 
questining Mrs Lacey, brought 
out that the lady had seen the fight 
through the windows of her home, 
Mrs Lacey testified that she was 
not friends with either party, but 
that the Smith dog certainly took 
a beating, and that she was too 
frightened to go out, Her son had 
broken up the fight with snowballs, 

Mrs Lacey had called a neigh- 
bor and asked that she warn Mrs 
Smith that the dog was coming home 
all blood,
